General Order by Newberry. 


Preceding by several hours the presi- 
dent’s announcement was the issuance 
of a general order by Setretary New- 
berry, which had been approved by the 
president, designed to carry into effect 
the secretary’s naval reorganization 
plans so far as they pertain to the navy 
yards and naval stations. 

Its general purport is to consolidate 
the manufacturing force at navy yards, 
and its effect will be to make the com- 
mandant, while as heretofore, para- 
mount, resemble in his connection with 
fyard work, the president of a large in- 
dustrial plant; the principal technical 
assistant becéming, under the coms, 
mandant, the general manager. ‘The 
purport of the order was outlined by 
Secretary Newberry in a general state- 
ment made today. The order itself pre- 
scribes in detai] the methods by which 
the plan is to be put into effect and 
the assignment of duties to respective 
‘officers. On February !3 the command- 
ants are to forward to the navy de- 
partment a report of what has been 
done in complHance with the order.

GHAND JURY PROBE 


Judge Kimsey Has the 
Report Read in Court. 


Number of Irregularities Un- 
earthed But Whether Indict- 
ments Will Be Returned Is 
Not Known--Believed, How- 
ever, Not Likely. 


Gainesville, Ga, January 27.—(Spe- 
cial.)—-The special report of the com- 
mittee appointed by the July, 1968, 
term of the Hall county grand jury 
made its report this afternoon to the 
Present (1909) grand jury. The report 
was this afternoon read in open court 
by the clerk of the grand jury, at the 
bidding of Judge J. J. Kimsey. 

A number of Inaccuracies, according 
to the committee, were found on the 
part of the board of roadg and 
revenues. Whether or not enough has 
been unearthed to cause the grar.d jury 
to indict or not cannot be foretold, but 
it is believed that no indictments will 
result. 

Some of the principal things reported, 
which the-grand jury will Hkely con- 
demn in its final report, was the em- 
ployment of Claud P. Neese, who, dur- 
ing the term of Ordinary W. N. Dyer, 
was his clerk, and who, when the con- 
vict camp was Organized, was appoint- 
ed as warden for the county, thus 
drawing his salary as clerk and also 
as warden. 

What Judge Dyer Claims. 


Another charge is that Judge W. N. 
Dyer, the chairman of the _ board, 
charged to the county certain repairs 
on his buggy, and that he collected out 
of the county treasury board for his 
horse at a loca) livery stable. It is un- 
derstood that Judge Dyer claims that 
he did. this, but that the county was 
saved by the transaction, inasmuch as 
he did not have to hire a horse and 
buggy when out on county matters. 

Some time ago $50 was stolen from 
the vault of Judge Dyer, said money 
being put aside for the specific pur- 
rose of meeting the county’s weekly 
pay roll, this being a part of the sum 
for that purpose. The board of roads 
and revenues drew a warrant for the 
above amount, and gave it to Judge 
Dyer to reimburee him, the commis- 
sioners taking the ground that it was 
the county’s money which was stolen, 
and that Judge Dyer should not be 
made to lose it. 

Another irregularity charged is that 
former County Commissioner F. 
Duncan got some one to take a pair 
of mules he had for sale and sell them 
to the county. It is alleged that the 
party took over the mules, kept them 
a short while and sold them to the 
county, receiving the county’s note for 
them. Later this note was transferred 
to Mr. Duncan, or the money collected 
and paid him. 

Bridges Not Needed. 


It is also charged by the grand jury 
that Mr. Duncan caused to be built in 
his section certain bridges which were 
not necessary, and certain roads to be 
worked or built, the. total expense in- 
cident to these i{mprovements being 


fabout $2,000. 


It is further charged that one of.the 
present members of the board of roads 
and revenues, W. R. Reed, was given 
a warrant on the county treasury for 
$4 for attending one or two meetings 
of the board of commissioners in a set- 
tlement of a bil] of lumber purchased 
for the county, the old board believing 
the charge for the lumber -was too 
much, and yet suid bill barely exceeded 
the sum of $3. 

It is further charged that a sum far 
in excess of the ievy for roads and 
bridges was spent for the above named 
purposes, the total sum aggregating 
some forty thousand dollars. 

Judge Kimsey, after the réport was 
read, instructed the grand jury to take 
the report, investigate its allegations, 
and, if found true, to make such 
recommendations or take such action 
as was deemed best.

Cotton Seed Crushers’ Associa- 
tion Believe in President-Elect. 
; The Cotton Seed Crushers’ Assoctation 
of Georgia believes that in President- 
elect Taft the south has a true friend 
who will look out for: her. interests 
during his administration, for during 
his recent visit to this state the hard- 
ship that wae being practiced on cot- 
ton seed products was brought clearly 
to his attention by former Associate 
Justice J. R. Lamar, of Augusta, in his 
address at the Taft banquet in Au- 
gusta just prior to Judge Taft's de- 
parture from that city. 

On this subject, Judge Lamar said: 

“The farmers of the south are deepiy 
concerned in legislation relative to cot- 
ton seed—one of the by-products re- 
cently introduced as an artkle of 
world commerce; and, now, even in its 
infancy, furnishing a manufactured 
Pprodutt worth more than a hundred 
million dollars. The oils were used in 
the manufacture of oleomargarine, ani 
sold openly and avowedly in competi- 
tion with butter. It also competed suc- 
cessfullv in France, Spain and Italy 
with olive oll. But, for the protection 
of the dairymen at home, it was sub- 
jected to an enormous confcsseZly p1o- 
hibitive tax by congress. On the other 
hand, in aid of the olive growers across 
the waters, it was subjected to a high 
duty abroad, so that this wonderful 
product, wonderful in quantity, utility 
and value, has been whipsawed be- 
tween the two, and, while conditions 
may make it impossible to expect the 
repeal of the prohibitive tax here, we 
may ask that some proviston be made 
by which, under the reciprocity clauses 
of the new tariff bill, ofl from foreign 
countries shali be kept out unless they 
allow cotton seed oll to go in.” 

In Judge Lamar, Judge Taft. has the 
greatest confidence, and rumor has 
even connected the distinguished Au- 
gustan’s name with that of appoin:- 
ment to the supreme court bench of 
the United States. Judge Taft during 
his visit to Georgia often referred to 
the great service done him (Judge 
Taft) by the late L. Q. C, Lamar, of 
Georgia, when Judge Taft was a struge- 
zling young lawyer.

CARMACK CURSED 
BY JUROR LEIGH 


One Witness So Swears 
at the Nashville Trial.. 


Was Drunk When Chosen 

for Jury Duty—Leigh Ad- 
+. mits That He Was Under 

Influence of Whisky. 


Nashville, Tenn., January 27.—The 
first day of the second week of the triai 
of Colonel] Duncan Cooper, Robin Cooper 
and John D. Sharpe for the slaying of 
former Senator E. W. Carmack closed 
this evening with no further progress 
in the selection of the jury. Deputy 
eheriffa are riding the county to sum- 
mon the third venire of 600 talesmen, 
which will report Friday. 

But if no progress was made in com- 
pleting the jury, it at least was not de- 
pleted. Judge Hart spent the day hear- 
ing testimony as to the competency of 
Juror Leigh and ip formulating a defin!- 
tion of drunkenness. About sixty wit- 
nesses were examined by both aides. 
Those for the state were quite positive 
that Leigh was drunk when selected 
and wag an habitual drunkard. 

One man swore that Leigh had de- 
Glared that Carmack was a “‘Biank, 
blank, and should have been killed‘ long 
ago."’ Others said he had expressed the 
Opinion that Sharpe was innocent and 
that the Coopers were justifiably pro- 
voked. 

On the side of the defense, the wit- 
nesses admitted Leigh was a drinking 
man; that he had taken ‘‘a few’ the 
day he was chosen on the jury, but they 
insisted he wag not drunk within the 
definition of Judge Hart—that is, that he 
was not making a public nuisance of 
himself. 

Grand Juror en the Rack. 


R. H. Sherrin. a member of the grand 
gury, called by the defense, thotght 
Leigh was sober on last Wednesday, 
On cross-examination he vigorously deé- 
nied that efter he had gone on the bond 
of former Gheriff Cartwright, arrested 
for perjury in connection with this case, 
he had said, ‘‘Never mind, Tom, this 
charge against you will have to come 
ibefore me in the grand jury room,”’ 

After both sides had closed, Judge 
Hart called Juror Leigh, explained the 
charges to him and told him his privi- 
leges. 

“I was drunk on Tuesday,’ Leigh 
promptly agreed, “and also on Wednes- 
day morning, the day I was selected. I 
never said Carmack should have been 
killed long ago.” 

He said he had declared a belief in 
Sharpe’s innocence, but denied saying 
anything about the Coopers. On cross- 
examination he qualified his admission 
of drunkenness, and declared what he 
Meant was that he "was a little drink- 
ing’’ those two days. ; 

“You mean you were under the infiu- 
ence of liquor the day before you were 
selected and on the day itself?’ 

“Yes, gir.’’ 

“But not drunk?” 

‘‘No, sir; when I’m drunk I don’t know 
anything.’ 

He admitted that he had been having 
two drinks a day since being on the 
jury. 

The court ordered Leigh. returned to 
the jury room until his case was de- 
cided and he was advisted to “cut out” 
the two little drinks a day hereafter. 

No Liquor for Jurors. 


Attorney General McCarn asked that 
an order be entered prohibiting the 
serving of liquor to the jury, and the 
court so ordered except in the case of 
Juror Whitworth, whose physician pre- 
ascribed it. Judge Hart then said he 
would Hsten to discussion in the morn- 
ing, at whicb time, too, the charges 
against Juror Jackson will be considered, 
When court convened this morning, 
Judge Hart asked counsel on both sides 
how they wished to proceed. The de- 
fense asked that Jurors Leigh and Jack-~ 
gon be called and told of the charges. 
The state agreed to question the jurors 
as to having expressed an opinion, but 
said the question of drunkenness must 
be testified to by witnesses to enable 
the court to decide, 

“And I presume I can get expert tes- 
timony on @runkenness right here in the 
coum room,’’ remarked Judge Hart with 
a sfnile.

What Constitutes Drunkenness. 


B. O. Carter, the first witness, swore 
that he talked with Juror Leigh the 
day before the latter qualified as a - 4 
ror, and noticed that he was drunk. 
At once, the question of what con- 
stituted drunkenness was raised. The 
State attempted to show Leigh's reputa- 
tion, but the defense objected, and Judge 
Hart sustained them, saying: 

‘In some things, the only way to get 
a conclusion is by a man’s reputation. 
But when a man gets drunk he is about 
the widest open proposition of which 
the court has any knowledge. 

“He makes public his condition, and 
all I want to learn is how often he 
was in that condition. Some men say 
an habitual drunkard is a man who 
gets drunk.once a year; others that he 
is an habital drunkard when he is 
drunk all the time.” 

A long argument followed, but the 
court ruled that the charge must be es- 
tablished by facts, not by reputation. 
Witness thought Leigh was drunk, be- 
cause he looked sleepy, had a heavy 
beard and taiked foolishly. Finally both 
sides asked Judge Hart to define drunk- 
enness, and the court said: 

“A man is drunk when he is so much 
under the influence of liquor that he be- 
comes a nuisance to the general public. 
That will be the standard upon which 
the court will decide this case.” 

A dozen or mere witnesses swore that 
Leigh was drunk the day he was chosen 
as @ juror. “He was pretty well or- 
ganized, was he?’’ inquired the court. 

“The organization was nearly com- 
plete,” retorted the witness. 

Swore Leigh Cursed Carmack. 


John H. Walden, who works for 
Leigh's sister, swore that he talked to 
the juror a few days before he was ac- 
cepted, and heard Leigh say about Sen- 
ator Carmack: “The should have 
been killed long ago.’ 

B. F: Ellis, who lives near Leigh, 
swore that the latter told him that he 
did not think that John Sharp had any- 
thing to do with the killing, and the 
Coopers were provoked to the shooting.

Congressman Ldvingston will, at the 
earliest possible moment, perhaps to- 
gtant of 20 feet along the Fort Mc- 
day, introduce a bill authorizing a 
Pherson reservation for the widening 
of the road from West End to College 
Park. 

On the receipt of the petition of the 
Fulton county citizens living along the 
road for the grant by the government, 
the war department referred the mat.

After a full investigation he has rec- 
ommended that the grant be made. 

Congressman Livingston wilt push his 
bill through the house, and Senator 
Clay will take care of it in the senate. 
It is practically certain that there will 
be nO Opposition now that the approval 
ofthe war department has been secured, 
and the bill.should be gotten through 
in a very short time. 


Practically all the residents between 
p>West End and College Park have al- 
teady donated the desired strips from 
their frontage along this road. If by 
the time the government grant has been 
made official all have come into the 
echeme, the county commissioners will 
at once begin the work of widening 
the road. which is at present very nar- 
row on account of the double car 
tracks, and over which a very heavy 
traffic constantly travels. The success 
of the movement now depends on the 
securing of donations from all. the 
property owners, for while the county 
commissioners are willing to do the 
work, they have let it be known that 
they will make no purchases of land 
for this purpose.

yesterday, the state court of appeals 
holds that interstate freight rates are 
absolutely fixed by schedules filed with 
the interstate commerce commission, 
and that where a shipper acts upon ad- 
vice as to a rate sécured from the 
agem of a warrier, he does so at his own 
risk. In other words, if the carrier's 
agent quotes a rate too low, the railroad 
may sue for and recover the difference 
between the rate paid and that of rec- 
erd in the office of the commission, The 
decision was rendered in the case of Tne 
Georgia Railroad vy. Creety. Creety was 
quoted a rate on oranges by the Georgia 
road agent at Washington, Ga., from 
Minorville, Pla., to the Georgia point 
of 68.4 cents per 100 pounds. It was 
found after he had sold a car load of 
the fruit on the basis of that rate, that 
the real rate was 68.4 centsper standard 
crate of 80 pounds: The railroad com- 
pany demanded the difference. In the 
litigation which followed, the lower 
court directed a verdict in Creety'’s fa- 
vor, which wag reversed by the court 
of appeals, and the difference will have 
to ibe paid by the defendant. 


In a decision rendered yesterday by 
the state court of appeals in the case 
of Gleaton v. the Fulton Bag and Cot- 
ton Mills, it is held that a contract be- 
tween an employer and employee that 
the latter will not quit work without 
giving a week's notice, and that if he 
does quit without giving such notice the 
employer shall retain a week’sa wages 
as Olquidated damages, is reasonabie 
and enforceable, 

The state court of appeals held yes- 
terday in the case of Bass v. Doughty, 
that where a conflict exists between the 
language of an act of the general as- 
sembly as enrolled in the orfice of the 
secretary of state, and as kt appears in 
the published volume furnished by the 
public printer, the former shall control. 

The state court of appeals reversed 
the lower court yesterday in the case 
of Miller v. the State, wherein the de- 
fendant was convicted of cruelty to 
animals wecause he had «Killed a neigh- 
bor’s dog which had been pestering and 
killing his sheep.~ 

The court of appeals holds specifically 
that a sheep-killing dog is a nuisance, 
and where it is known to indulge in 
that practice it may be exterminated by 
the owner of the sheep without liability 
to prosecution under the statute refa- 
tive to cruelty to animals. 

The state court of appeals wil] not 
stand for a man’s unmercifully peating 
his mule. Nelson Tally, a Sumter coun- 
tv negro, was tried in the city court of 
Americus for cruelty to animals, and 
upon the shdwing that he had on 6é@v- 
eral occasions violently beaten the anl- 
mal he was driving at the plow, was 
convicted and sentenced. ‘The court of 
appeals in emphatic terms upholds the 
conviction, and Judge R. B. Russel, 
who wrote the decision, even goes to 
the extent of indulging in poetry in be- 
half of that often maligned and oppress- 
ed servant of man. 

Holding that it would have been 
greater humiliation to her if the con- 
ductor had put her off the train when 
She' said sje had lost her ticket, in- 
stead of telling her, as he did, that he 
would pay her fare from his own pock- 
et, though he thought she was trying 
to “‘beai’’ him, 
yesterday reversed the verdict of the 
city cougt of Cordele in the case of the 
Georgia Southern and Florida railroad 
against Mrs. J. W. Ransom, by which 
she was awarded $700 damages. She 
claimed to have béen humiliated by the 
statement of the conductor, made in the 
presence of the other passengers. Mrs. 
Ransom, who was accompanied by two 
children, subsequently found her ticket. 

The state court of appeals held yea- 
terday in the case of Henderson v. The 
State that where a man is coerced into 
joining another in the commission of a 
crime, by fear of danger to his life, if 
the fear be real and not fanciful or 
pretended, he is not an accomplice and 
cannot be so held. 


Discussing the decision of the § su- 
preme court of Ohidé, reported in yes- 
terday’s dispatches, In which 4t wae held 
that foreign insurance companies are 


exempt from taxation on such premfums } 


as are forwarded to the New York of- 
fice or other headquarters outside of 
the state, Comptroller General 
Wright said he did not think it would 
materially affect the collection of taxes 
On premiums in Georgia, even though 
the supreme court of this state should 
take a similar view of the matter. 

“As I understand the decision,” he 
said, “it applies only to those premiums 
which are forwarded direct to the com- 
pany’s headquarters by the policyhold- 
er, instead of being paid through an 
agent located dn the state, 

“While the Georgia law imposes 
tax of | per cent on the gfoss prem- 
lums of all companies doing business in 
the state—only 40 per cent of the 
amount levied in Ohfo—those premiums 
which would be exempt, under the Ohio 
view of the matter would amount. to, 
perhaps, only a fraction of |! per cent. 

“Practically every premium on an in- 
surance policy collected in Georgia is 
paid to the company's agent located In 
this state, and I do not apprehend that 
any court would hold that such busil- 
ness as this is nén-taxable. The ques- 
tion as to taxation of premiums for- 
warded directly by policyholders has 
never been raised in Georgia, I presume 
both because the amount involved is ex- 
treme small and the tax imposed is quite 
reasonable. 

‘Where a company has an agent lo- 
cated in Georgia, as all of those have 
which do business here, they become 
taxable just the same as a Georgia cor- 
poration. 

“In a case, however, where a certain 
company withdrew from Georgia, and 
authorized a Georgia bank to collect 
the premiums on its outstanding pol- 
icies, I held that such premiums were 


‘not taxable, because the company had 


no direct representative in Georgia, 
and could not be held to be doing busi- 
ness in the state.’ 

Georgia‘s ncomefrom the taxof! ‘per 
cent on the gross premiums collected 
b¢ all insurance companies doing bus!i- 
ness in the state is about $125,000 a 
year. It is expected this year’s returns 
will show considerable increase, ap- 
proximating $150,000.

Asked about this, President Bagley, 
and other members of the Georgia frult 
exchange, say that the plan of butiding 
fires in orchards has been followed lit- 
tle. ff any, in Georgia, and if at all. 
only in small orchards. 

“The orchards are so large that fires, 
as a preventative of frost, have not 
been found practicable,’"’ said Mr. Bag- 
ley, “or, if they have, I have never 
heard of it. In the peach territory there 
is generally lUttle available wood, tlie 
land being much too valuable to stand 
in timber. 

“In smal}! orchards, particularly tho3s6 
protected by woods, the pla 
feasible; otherwise, it is a matter large- 
ly of trusting to nature. Most growers 
move the earth from around the trees, 
and expose some of the roois io the 
weather. This has the effect of check- 
ing the expansion of the buds in some 
measure, but is the only method used 
that J know of.” 

‘Manager Mleming, of the exchange, 
gaid that fires had been used by Flor- 
ida growers to protect their vegetables 
from belated frosts, but the area so pro- 
tected was genergily small. .
